DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment and Arguments 

1. Applicant's amendment filed on July 15, 2010 has been entered and made of record. 

2. Upon further consideration and in view of Applicant's amendment and Arguments, see 
pages 10-14, filed on July 15, 2010, with respect to claim rejections under 35 USC 101, such 
rejections have been withdrawn herein. 

Specifically, claim 25 is a mean-plus-function type claim and the instant specification 
discloses sufficient structure and algorithm (processor and software) so claim 25 as well as its 
dependent claims 26, 32 and 35 are no longer subjected to 35 USC 101. 

Furthermore, claim 28 is directed to an apparatus type claim and said apparatus is also 
recited in the body of the claim at last line for outputting the compressed digital image 
information. While claimed generator and compressor are referred as software according to the 
instant specification as pointed out in the previous Office action, claim further recites an 
apparatus as pointed out above, thus claim 28 as well its dependent claims 29, 33 and 36 meet 35 
USC 101 requirements. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-12, 25-26, 28-29 and 31-36 are allowed.
